The New Fire Escape Law Will Have 
to tie Complied W;th 


The n ew fire escape law, passed by 
the State Legislature April 21 si laM 
goes in to effect on the 21st of this 
mon th. 
The law is of in terest to a 
large n umber of people in this city, 
man y of the build in gs here will have 
to be provid ed with escapes. 
The law 
provid es that within six mon ths after 
the passin g of the bill all build in gs in 
the State which are four stories or 
more in height shall bo supplied 
with 
a metallic lad d er or stair escape. This 
d oes n ot in clud e resid en ces other than 
fiats. 
The law also -tales that ail build in gs 
more than two stories in height used 
for man ufacturin g purposes, 
or for 
hotels, d ormitories schools, semin aries, 
hospitals or asylums shall have at least 
on e such fire escape for every fifty per­ 
son s for which workin g, sleepin g or 
livin g accommod ation s are provid ed 
above the secon d stories: an d that all 
public 
halls which provid e seatin g 
room above the first or groun d floor 
shall have such n umbers of fire escapes 
as the coporate authorities d ictate. 
The pen alty for failure to comply 
with the law is a fin e of n ot less than 
125 or more than $2U0, an d $50 for each 
ad d ition al week of n eglect after the 
proper n otice has been given by the 
authorities.
